U.S. ALTERS BOMBING PATTERN IN VIET NAM 


Air Strikes Hit Economy 


By ELTON C. FAY 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The U.S. pattern of bomb- 
ing in Communist North 
Viet Nam has moved up the 
scale to include electric 
power plants and dams.

‘Issues Greater

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson answered a Re- 
publican ‘charge that Democra-| 
tie administrations are respon-' 
sible fo rthe U.S. position in 
Viet Nam with the assertion to- 
day that he has had “excellent 
co-operation” from Republican 
leaders in fighting the war. 


So far as he is concerned, 
the president, a Democrt, told 
a press conference, he doesn't 
know which party is involved, 
when he draws upon officials 
for advice in the conflict. 


“The issues of war and peace| 
are far greater than the. person- 
alities involved, or the parties,” 
he said. 

In a “white paper,” House 
of Representatives Republicans 
asserted that not only did the 
Democrats commit the United 
States to defend South Viet Nam 
but Johnson's 1964 election 
campaign: talks caused a mis- 
calculation by the Communists 
on U.S, aims. 

They said this was caused by 
Johnson's action in picturing 
his Republican presidential op- 
ponent, “Barry Goldwater, as 
being trigger-happy. 

Johnson did not comment on 
this latter charge. But he said 
Republican former president 
Eisenhower had been a “tower 
of strength” to him, the joint 
military chiefs of staff and De- 
fence Secretary McNamara. 

The president noted -that Mc- 
Namara himself is a Republi-

This dangerous drift may slow down 
now -that Singapore and the Federal 
Malaysian government have agreed for- 
mally to try to end their incipient trade 
war and to operate a joint committee 
for mutual defence.

Although Britain has undertaken the 
donkey’s share of the burden of defend- 
ing Malaysia against Sukarno's terror- 
ists, anti-British feeling is perceptibly 
mounting. Voices are raised against 
“British interference in Malaysia's in- 
ternal affairs,’ and a federal minister 
coolly remarks that it is “now widely 
believed”’ that Britain put Lee Kuan Yew, 
Singapore’s astute, Chinese-born, Cam- 
bridge-educated prime minister, up to 
opposing the Tengku because London 
thought the Alliance Government in 
Kuala Lumpur was ‘“‘getting too big for 
its boots.” He does not explain how- 
Britain comes deliberately to destroy the 
unity of a Federation she helped to create 
and protect with British lives. 


Meanwhile Dato Syed Jaafar Albar, 
the leader of the anti-Lee Kuan Yew 
“ultras” in the Tengku'’s party, who has 
now resigned his position as its secre- 
tary-general, may yet emerge as chief 
of a new, powerful group with a strong 
following of its own among the Malay 
masses.

Some dedicated workers believe that what 
is needed is a good home making course in 
high schools, geared for training boys, as well 
as girls, to acknowledge there are responsi- 
bilities in marriage- and that they must face 
up to them. 

The course should touch all phases of 
married life, not merely the sex pattern. 

“Let's reach our young people in a deci- 
sive way," one worker urges, ‘Let's impress 
upon them that home making is not all sex 
and having-or not having babies.

VALLAURIS, France — 
Twenty years ago the once 
flourishing pottery industry 
of little Vallauris had dwin- 
dled to practically nothing 
and so had the town. 

Then, in 1947, came Pabio 
Picasso, who galvanized Val- 
lauris into’ renewed vigor 
and the pottery industry into 
a rebuilt life—both mostly 
in the great artist's own im- 


age. 
Today Vallauris is often 
spoken of as Picassoville and 


> boasts a tourist traffic of 


approximately 500,000 a 


year, Some. 80,000 visit the 


‘Municipal. Museum to look 
at the master’s famous work, 
“War and Peace.” 


Vallauris, located in the 
Alpes Maritimes on the Cote 
d'Azur, goes back to the 
early 16th Century. At that 
‘time, the ruling Jord induced 
some Genoese families to re- 
build a village that had been 
pillaged by the Moors 500 


were mostly potters by trade 
and Vallauris soon became 
a centre for the manufacture 
of culinary vessels, which 
were shipped to Greece, the 
Near East and Africa. 

After the First Word War 
earthen cooking utensils were 


displaced by aluminum and, 


tin vessels and the centuries- 


old kilns grew cold. Residents ~ 


of Vallauris faced hard times. 
Several efforts were made to 
Tevive the moribund . pottery 
business, but they failed. 


When Picasso came, it was - 


just the shot in the arm the 
village needed. From a rather 
squalid, unsanitary settlement 
it-has grown into a town with 
wide avenues, fluorescent 
lighting, modern housing and 
a large school. The popula- 
tion has grown from 1,140 in 
1696—and little more than that 
B.P. (Before Picasso)—to just 
aver 12,500 today. 

While Picasso was awaken- 
ing Vailauris, the town. was 
stimulating a new interest in

the artist. He became fascin- 
ated by the art of the ceram- 
ist.

He bought 
a house and married a girl 
from Vailauris, Today col- 
lectors come to buy signed 
ceramics by Picasso, which 
sell from $20 to $500 and up. 


Now there are 300 potters 
at work. The main street is 
lined on both sides with shops 
selling pottery. Most of it is 
in shockingly bad taste, but 
even the monstrosities find 
buyers during-the tourist sea- 
son. Off the main thorough- 
fare it is possible to find some 
better examples of the art,

MOSCOW (AP) — 
head of the Soviet” space 
program said Monday a 
great deal remains to be 
learned before ‘we can talk 
of landing a man on the 
moon or a plaret.” 


Dr. Mstislav Keldysh said it 
is not even possible now to 
choose a landing. site on the 
moon ‘because there is insuffi- 
cient information.

Keldysh, president of the So- 
viet Academy of Sciences, de- 
plored “the exaggerated inter.

More basic 
problems. involve. acquiring 
more scientific information ‘on 
the universe and on _interplanet- 
ary travel, he said. 

“I am convinced that no one 
can fix a realistic date” for_ 
getting a_man-to the moon, Kel- 
dysh added. “Maybe I am

Us. SETS TARGET DATE 

The United States. has an- 
nounced a target for a man on 
the moon in 1969. The head of 
the U.S.- program, Dr. Joseplr 
Shea, said last June a continued 
Apollo program of earth, orbits 
could advance that date to 1968, 

Keldysh's comments came at 
a press conference on details of 
Zond 3, the Soviet space vehicle 
that took pictures July 20 of the 
moon's far side. Some new tech- 
nical details were disclosed 
within the framework of already 
published results, 

Keldysh said Zond 3's moon 
pictures: were ‘“‘practically as 
good as the best photographs of 
the visible side of the moon 
taken at observatories on earth. 


The 2,204-pound vehicle took 
2% pictures and transmitted 
them back at times when the 
earth's rotation put the Soviet 
Union in sight of Zond 3. The 
Soviet Union lacks a chain of 
receiving stations around the 
world such as enables Amer- 
ican vehicles to broadcast back 
constantly. ; 

Keldysh said about 580,000 
square miles of the moon's surf- 
ace remained unseen. A Soviet 
vehicle in October, 1959, trans- 
mitted back the first photos of 
the other side and Zond 3 almost 
completed the job.

WASHINGTON (UPI)~ 
President Johnson today ord- 
ered the defence department 
to build a $1.5 billion orbiting 
space laboratory to be laun- 
ched in 1968 with two’ mer 
aboard. 

In a statement read at his 
news conference, Johnson said 
the manned orbiting labora- 
tory (MOL) “will bring us 
new kriowledge about what 
man is able to do in space” 
and “‘will enable us to relate 
that ability to the defence of 
the nation." 

As presently conceived, the 
MOL. will be a. big cylinder 
about the size of a house 
trailer in which twe men will 
live and perform experiments 
in. space for two weeks to a 
month.

Then 
he hid in some bushes near 
the house. .

“Barry trailed the villain,” 
said the prosecutor. “He 
trailed him for over two 
miles, hiding behind bushes 
and trees,

In court was Raymond 
Brent,.22, who, the.Royal Navy 
said, was absent without leave, 
Brent pleaded guilty to break- 
ing into the house but said he 
stole nothing. He was put on 
probation and held until the

Of the young sheriff the 
prosecutor summed up: 


“It was very public-spirited
